American cohesiveness, ingenuity, and strength relies on having as many degrees of freedom as
possible. Businesses' culture reflects this ingenuity in the policies and procedures each company
adopts and its employees support directly with contributions and indirectly by choosing to work at
that company. Greenwalt, a former DuPont president, said businesses are living organisms. They
have a life of their own composed of people working there that share a common philosophy. The
philosophy of each living organism is a sum of all employees' contributions - ideas, service, insurance
choices, and lifestyle. This proposed legislation infiltrates the life, liberty, and pursuit of happiness of
individuals by violating their company's degrees of freedom in what healthcare coverage employees
must contribute to no matter what the culture and religious convictions. This is un-American and
DEAD WRONG. Trying to force companies to support current political aims in questionable health
procedures is invasive and a violation of our basic right to pursue the life and philosophy we prefer in
our culture. The government is invading individual rights to life, liberty and pursuit of happiness by
invading their employer's right to choose what health procedures and coverage the sum of the
employees want to pay for.
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
